I do not underſtand this Name at all to relate to 
the Practitioners of the Law, whom we ſo call; but 
to Counſellors of State at Court about the Prince, or 
the Grand Senate or Parliament of a Nation, 

And the firſt primitive Pattern of a Counſellor of 
State to a Prince was Jethro to Moſes, who gave him £x0. 1s, 
wiſe and faithful Counſel. 19. 

Such another was Huſhai the Archite to David, » Sam. 17. 


Such was Nathan to King Solomon, to the ſaving of 14: 
his Lite and Kingdom. +a 

Such were the good old Men, who ſtood before him 
during his whole Reign, by whoſe Condutt and good 
Advice himſelf and his Kingdom ſo flouriſhed, that r kings 
Silver and Gold was as plenty as ſtones in the ſtreets "2: © 
of Jeruſalem. 

Or ſuch Counſellours as David conſulted with, even 
God's Oracless Thy Teſtimonies are my Counſellors, 
Pſal. 119. 14. 

Now fiom that time that a Nation hath ſuch Judges 
reſtored, and a Prince follows the Advice of ſuch 
Counſellors, may ſhe begin to date her Reſtauration. 

2. Indeed theſe are both the Inſtrumental Cauſes and 
Eſſential parts of the Reſtauration it ſelf, which is the 
ſecond Pofitton I propoſed to diſcourſe of, atter I had 
enquiced out and ſtated who and what thoſe Primitive 
Judges and Counſellours were.

I have fet Moſes's Primitive Pattern and Charge be- 
fore you to imitate, which if you obſerve and follow,

Notwithſtanding the great Rivers, which run 
through a Country, may contain water enough to re- 
freſh and4 fructifie all the Fields they paſs by ; yer 
without treaching ſmaller Rivulets.to convey and ap- 
ply them tothe remoter corners of the Paſtures, they 
may parch and be barren for all the Streams pal- 
img by.

For what by their interpolition for Bribes, out of 
Malice, Favour, or Friendſhip; procuring Sentences 
againſt the. Innocent 3 Reprieves or Pardons for the 
Guilty, the moſt enormous Crimes in a Kingdom 
ſhall frequently eſcape unpuniſhed;z and the letler 
( who are Friendleſs ) as often ſuffer,

And how far Judges and Counſellors Influence, and 
zre Inſtrumental Cauſes of both. 

1. Thelnfluenceof good Counlcllours on a Church 
or Nation's Proſperity, is and ever has been moit vi- 
ſible in every Ageandin all Nations, and may be mot 
convincingly demonſtrated from the ſad Effects, diſmal 
and fatal Conſequences Nations have ſmarted under 
by the Condu@ and Advice of wicked ones, to the ut- 
ter ruine both of Prince and People. 

What a flouriſhing Kingdom was £2 ypt (when the 
Nations round about were fike to periſh) through 
the-faichful Counſel and Condutt of Fo/eph ? 

W hilſt Fehoiadah lived to adviſe King Joaſh, himſe'f 
and his Kingdom flouriſhed 3 but (after his death) fo]- 
lowing the wicked Advice of his flattering Counſellors, 
never greater Calamities befel a People. 

Wicked Counſellors, ruined the Kingdom of Ahab 
and Ahaziah : His Mother was his Counſellor to do wick- 
edly, after the death of his Father, to his deſtru@ion,and 
ſubverſion of the Government by Athaliah. 

But 
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But moſt famous and remarkable is the Caſe of Re- 
hoboam,who upon the Death of So/omrr hisFather,went 
upto Sichers to be crown'd King, where multitudes of his 
Subje&s went alſo to attend the Solemnity, and fotook 
that opportunity of preſenting their humble Addrefles; 
That thoſe lavafions made upon their Liberties as Free- 
men, and Rights as Subjeds, might be redreſsd. Which 
the old faithful Counſellors of his Father adviſed him 
to do : But he rejected theſe, and followed the advice 
of the young men,. (viz.) To infift upon his Prero- 
gative, to check their Inſolence in daring to petition, 
and threaten them the higher for it, and tell them, 
He was reſolved to make their Yoke heavier 3 That 
his little Finger {hould be heavier than his Father's Loins: 
And whereas before they were chaſtiſed with Whips, 
he would henceforth laſh them with Scorpions. 

When his SubjeCts heard this, and found that their 
bumble Addreſs was become their greater Crime, and 
a Reaſon for heavier Oppreſtions, they make a general 
Revolt, and unanimouſly cry out, What Portion have 
we in David, neither have we Tuberitance'in the Son 0 
Tefſe : Nory ſee to 1hy own Houſe, O David ; to thy Tents, 
O Ijrael ;, (that ie) Though Reboboam be the Grand- 
child of David, the King that God himſelf choſe 'and 
ſet over us, and he be the 1ndifpyteble Heir Apparent 
to the Crown of Tſrael, and to the Houle of his Father 
David; yet if he pervert the Ends of Government, 
which are to protect, relieve, and defend, and is refo]- 
ved to go on to enſlave and oppreÞs, Whar is he.to us 
more than another? Or his Deſcent, or Houſe > We 
have no part or portion in him. Let him look to khim- 
ſelf and his own Houſe, and we will go home and look 
to our ſelves and outs '; To thy Tents, O Tjracl.

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And this God (1a this caſe) ſeems to encourage and 
approve of as his own AQ, 1 Kings 12. 24. This is 
from me, ſaith the Lord, therefore oppoſe it not. 

And what the,dreadful Church and Kingdom diſtra- 
Aing Effeds are of wicked Counſellors about a Prince, 
is freſh in our Memories, having ſo lately experiment- 
ed the reſult of Conclave Romiſh, French, and Ttalizz 
in({laving Counſcels from abroad, Petrean and Jeluitical 
undermining Counſellors at home, which had redu-. 
ced us to ſuch Circumſtances, that we were all at the 
very brink of Deſtruction : And it was the Lord'; 
Mercies we had not been all conſumed. Wherefore 
Forerins tells us, ( Mallet iniquurr Regem optimis Conſul- 
toribus Reipublice preeſſe, quam juſtum & ſapientem ini- 
quis Concilliariis conſtipatum.) And bletiſcd be that God, 
who has turned. all the Counſels of theſe A4bitophels in- 
to Folly, broken the Snare in pieces, and we are eſca- 
ped, and reſtored unto our Faithful Counſellors as at 
the beginning. + 

But remembring I am not preaching to thele at 
Court, or to the Senate at Westminſter, but to Judges 
at an Aſlize, this little ſhall ſuffice, And I ſhall n&w 
addreſs my ſelf more cloſely and particularly to my

jaſt Ads, yet he ſhall not be hence denominated a 
juſt Judge ( ad totumr, but only ad tantum )) for the 
whole, but for ſo much. 

But if he has done but one unjuſt Actin the whole 
courſe of his Judgſhip, he ſhall be thence denomina- 
ted an unjuſt Judge. 

As a Man who has converſed with Thouſands in the 
whole courſe of his life, and never did the leaſt injury 
to any Soul breathing 3; yet if after all he kill but one 
Man, he is denominated a Murtherer for ever. 

For thoſe common Actsof Juſtice on certain Male- 
factors, being ſo abſolutely neceflary for the preſerva- 
tion of the common Good, humane Society and In- 
tereſt, that they cannot ordinarily be omitted, without 
rendring our Cities and Country Colonies of Canibals, 
Wilderneſles for the Owl and Satyr to dance in ; De- 
farts fill'd with Lions and Tigers to prey upon, and 
devour each other. 

No C:vis or Civitas can, without diveſting them- 
ſelves of their Names and very Eſſence, Intereſt, Sence 
and Reaſon, be fo degenerate, as frequently to protect 
theſe from the hands of Juſtice, without being de- 
vour'd themſelves. | 

And therefore againſt common notorious Malefa- 
(tors, the moſt Barbarous Nations have enacted Laws. 

And the moſt unjuſt Judges muſt, and do ordina- 
rily give Sentence. 

So that for a Judge to do common AQts of Juſtice, 
as he cannot avoid, does not denominate-him a Primi- 
tive Judge, nor a City reſtored or righteous. 

But theſe Names are obtain'd when Juſtice is unt- 
verſally adminiſtred, without the leaſt exception, as
